The Institution Animal Care and Use Committee has re-approved the 
following exception

9 CFR Part 3, Animal Welfare. Section 3.6, Primary Enclosures. 

During an experiment mosquito infestation in which a “Gerberg-type collapsible aluminum cage” 
(or similar equipment), measuring ~2’x 2’x 2’ is used, the space requirements for dogs is permitted 
to be less than the standard. It is anticipated that use of these cages will be limited to not more than 
a two-hour period for a single animal, and not more than once in a twenty-four hour period for a 
single animal. Additionally, it is anticipated that dogs will be under chemical sedation during this 
two-hour period. 

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee has reviewed and re- 
approved the following exception to 9 CFR Part 3, Animal Welfare. Section 
3.6 (a) (2) (x), Flooring in primary enclosures. 

During flea ova collections and parasite pan counts, the solid resting surface provided to cats and 
dogs may be temporanly removed. When the collection/count procedure is completed, the resting 
surface shall be replaced as soon as possible. 

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee has reviewed and re-

The Exercise Plan may be amended when protocols require extended data collection periods. Over 
the course of an ~60 day study, dogs may stay in cages for up to 12 consecutive days, beyond 
which time the prevailing SOP’s will apply.

3- no animal shall be deprived of water for more than 1 6 hours, unless part of a 
protocol procedure. 

4- allowances (i.e. more water) must be provided for temperature or other extremes, and 
for animals housed outdoors.

Background: Ectoparasite and insect standard testing procedures, including work with fleas, ticks, 
mosquitoes and roaches, are a key part of the research services performed at PLRS. Parts of the 
facilities must be maintained at conditions conducive to the survival of these insects/parasites and 
for colony rearing of these pests. As a result, pesticidal compounds must not be used, or used very 
cautiously and with limitations, in the facility. 

Exception: 

PLRS management may direct its “pest-control” program independent of the Standards. The 
program shall be approved by the Staff or Attending Veterinarian and will include non-insecticidal 
means for pest control (eg. bait jars, sticky papere). 

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee has reviewed and 
re-approved the following exception to 9 CFR Part 3, Animal Welfare. 
Section 3.6, Primary Enclosures, Paragraph C, Additional Requirements for 
Dogs-Space. 

Background: PLRS occasionally uses some larger dogs for certain studies, which are too large to 
be placed in PLRS’s largest (3’x 4’) cages. These animals are normally housed in outdoor or 
indoor runs (kennels) that exceed their floor space requirements. However, certain procedures 
require that they be housed, temporarily in cages, and indoors, where temperature and humidity 
must be controlled. Such procedures include flea and tick infestations, flea and tick pan counts or 
flea ova collections. 

Exception: 

Dogs may be placed in primary enclosures that do not meet the minimum floor space requirements, 
for the purpose of conducting routine ectoparasite procedures, with the following limitations: 

1- cages must provide at least 60% of the floor space required by the Standard. 

2- total time in such an enclosure shall not exceed 48 hours in one week. 

3- the largest cages available (3’ x 4’) will be used. 

4- the anticipation for the utilization of this exception shall be noted in the protocol, and its 
use shall be noted in the study records.

2) Each principal investigator has considered alternatives to painful procedures. 

3) This facility is adhering to the standards and regulations under the Act, and it has required that exceptions to the standards and regulations be specified and explained by the 
principal investigator and approved by the Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee (lACUC). A summary of all the exceptions is attached to this annual report. In 
addition to identifying the lACUC-approved exceptions, this summary includes a brief explanation of the exceptions, as well as the species and number of animals affected. 

The attending veterinarian for this research facility has appropriate authority to ensure the provision of adequate veterinary care and to oversee the adequacy of other 
aspects of animal care and use.
